Indianapolis, March 1—(A.P.) 
—An article in the current bulle­ 
tin of the state board of health 
captioned “ Bathtubs and Open- 
Minedness” recalls that when 
the first bathtub came into use 
the 'medical profession branded 
the idea of regular baths as ex­ 
tremely dangerous. 
“ When, back in 18 42, the first 
bathtub was installed in the 
home of a wealthy manufacturer 
in Cincinnati, the daily press was 
flooded with letters froijf irate 
physicians. 
“ These medical men said the 
shock of taking regular baths 
would be dangerous! The idea 


was criticised so severely that in 
one of our sovereign common­ 
wealths the legislature, acting 
| upon the tip given by doctors 
whom the public thought knew 
more about health than any lay­ 
man, tried to stop this ‘devilish 
idea’ by imposing a tax on $30 
on each bathtub installed. 
“ Boston, following this lead, 
actually prohibited baths except 
after proper medical advice— 
the city ordinance being drafted 
by physicians. 
“ In Philadelphia an ordinance 
which would have made it illegal 
to take baths except after March 
and before November was defeat­ 
ed by only two votes!

The Chinese were retreating 
southward in the direction of 
Chapei. 
At one cross roads which had 
been under heavy fire for several 
days the advancing J apanese 
troops reported they had found 
more than 200 Chinese dead.

The peace parleys which be­ 
gan Monday were virtually at a 
standstill this morning, neutral 
observers said.

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J OB MAKING STRETCHED 
Seen throu gh the critical eye of Secretary 
Hy de, the democratic million-man-employing 
legislation for road bu ilding, will give jobs to 
only 35,000. 
The secretary of agricu ltu re waxed cau stic yes­ 
terday abou t the achievement of the opposition 
party in passing throu gh the Hou se Satu rday its 
$132,500,000 emergency road constru ction bill. 
It disregarded democratic assu rance that they 
would hold down on all au thorization bills, and 
contrasted strangely with the “great parade of 
economy ” on the agricu ltu re deoartment bill, 
from which the democrats lopned ten million 
dollars of regu lar highway money. 
Fu rthermore, argu ed Hyde, it u ndou btedly 
wou ld endanger stable development of the fu tu re 
federal aid program. The bill permits the states 
to m atch their regu lar federal road fu nds with 
this money from the treasu ry, repaying it ou t of 
fu rther allotments after 19 38. A vqto has been 
predicted. 
The democratic sponsors claimed the measu re 
would employ abou t 350,000 men directly, with 
the total brou ght u p to a million throu gh the 
contributing indu stries. Hyde cu t the direct fig­ 
ure to ten per cent and estimated that the in­ 
direct beneficiaries wou ld nu mber still less. 


AUTO LICENSES 
Another 24 hou rs in the extension of time to 
secu re 19 32 au to license plates was annou nced 
late Monday night by James W. Carpenter, state 
commissioner of motor vehicles, and if more time 
is allowed it will soon enable a motorist to bu y 
plates at half price. 
The extra day was u nnecessary. 
Febru ary 
this year allowed that extra day on accou nt of 
leap year. The state department, as expected, 
gave motorists all of Janu ary, then decided that 
Febru ary too, shou ld be inclu ded. Then after 
giving final notice that effective March first, the 
dead line wou ld be enforced, along comes the ad­ 
ditional 24 hou r period of grace. 


THE J APANESE ARMY 
The Japanese army in China seems to be very 


mu ch lik e any other army, offhand. Its organi­ 
zation is abou t the same, its .arms are the same, 
and it follows the same k ind of strategy and tac­ 
tics that Eu ropean and American armies u se. 
Bu t once in a while a little news dispatch will 
reveal the Japanese soldier as a creatu re of a 
different species; a hold-over, as it were, from a 
warlik e age which seems to su rvive nowhere else 
on earth. 
A few days ago dispatches from Shanghai 
said that the Japanese commander there fou nd 
himself withou t su fficient troops to mak e his 
offensive su cceed. Any Eu ropean or American 
general in that position wou ld have cabled at 
once for more men, and wou ld have k ept on 
cabling u ntil he got action. 
Bu t the Japanese commander never let ou t a 
peep. Why? Becau se the old code of the Sa­ 
mu rai forbade him to. His emperor had given 
him this assignment, and he wou ld be u nworthy 
if, having begu n it, he appealed for help. 
A day or so after that bit of news came a cable 
to the New York Times telling how three Japan­ 
ese infantrymen had sacrificed themselves to de­ 
stroy a barbed-wire barrier that was holding u p 
their battallion. 
They strapped abou t their chests and waists 
hu ge qu antities of high explosives, and then ran 
forward boldly and entangled themselves in the 
barbed wire. The Chinese instantly shot them, 
the bu llets tou ched off the explosives, and the 
wire entanglements were blown to bits — as, of 
cou rse, were the three Japanese infantrymen. 
These soldiers, by the way, had volu nteered for 
that job. 
It is hard to imagine either of these incidents 
happening in a present-day Eu ropean or Ameri­ 
can army. We on this side of the Pacific simply 
don’t think that way any longer. The attitu de 
that mak es su ch qu ixotic bits of old-time chiv­ 
alry possible stems from the middle ages. We 
have gone beyond it. 
Bu t Japan is still half medieval. The old war­ 
rior caste there still look s on life as it did ten 
centu ries ago. The present war, indeed, may 
prove its last fight; bu t while it lasts a code that 
the rest of u s lost long ago is still operating.
